Jobless Benefit Program 
Cong 


An Administration measure, now 
being rushed through Congress, threat­ 
ens California’s control over its own 
unemployment insurance program. 


The bill, H.R. 8282, would force all 
states to meet federal benefit stan­ 
dards set by it after July 1, 1967. Cali­ 
fornia employers would have their fed­ 
eral tax for unemployment insurance 
jumped 37 per cent next July and 86 
per cent in July, 1967. 
We oppose the bill on two general 
grounds. One is that federalization of 
unemployment insurance is another in­ 
fringement on the right of a state to 
administer its own unemployment in­ 
surance program. 
Another is that this bill would nullify 
some of the important changes made 
in our California unemployment insur- 
ance law in the recent 1965 Legisla­ 
ture. 
For 30 years, the states have con­ 
trolled their own unemployment insur­ 
ance programs. The California Legis­ 
lature this year passed AB 518. It in­ 
creased unemployment insurance ben­ 
efits from $55 to $65 a week. It also 
tightened the rules on who w o u l d 
qualify for compensation. In the past, 
the only penalty for voluntarily leav­ 
ing your job without good cause, or 
being fired for misconduct, was to be 
disqualified for five weeks. 
The new rule is that the disqualifi­ 
cation of this type would continue until 
the person has earned five times his 
weekly 
benefit 
amount. 
This 
was 


aimed to discourage professional chis- 
elers. 
Under the. previous California law, 
the minimum earnings within a year 
to qualify for any benefits was $600. 
The new state law raises minimum 
earnings to $720. 
These improvements worked out by 
the state Legislature would all be 
swept aside by the federal legislation. 
The proponents of the federal bill 
contend that state laws have failed to 
keep up with progress, and that no 
major improvements have been made 
in the last 30 years. The improvements 
made in California completely refute 
this sweeping allegation. 
From a maximum of $15 compensa­ 
tion per week in 1938, the amount has 
risen to $65 per week in 1965. 
The new federal law could well 
double the employers' unemployment 
insurance taxes in six years. It would 
also force most of the state's farmers 
to pay both state and federal taxes, at 
the rate of 4.25 per cent of their pay­ 
rolls, to support the unemployment 
compensation system. 
In effect, the federal government is 
telling the states: 
“You don’t know how to run your 
unemployment 
insurance 
program. 
Here, let’s you pay for it; we ll run the 
show." 
Every California employer, inter­ 
ested in continued economic prosper­ 
ity of the state, should write his Con­ 
gressman and U.S. Senators to express 
opposition to H R. 8282.

H arry S. T rum an, 
before any of them , had sent

THIS WRITER went through 
the eight volumes of Eisen­ 
how er’s published statem ents 
over 
eight 
years and 
could 
find not one instance in which 
he promised to send Am erican 
troops to Viet Nam to take di­ 
rect part in the war. 


But in 1954, the year of his 
letter, 
he 
sent 
685 
m ilitary 
technicians into Viet N am to 
help train its arm y and kept 
about that num ber there all 
through his presidency. 


And he continued to give eco­ 
nomic and m ilitary aid. 


A m erican aid now has gone 
over $5 billion. But there was 
a good reason why A m erican 
com bat troops were not needed 
in Viet Nam during most of 
Eisenhow er’s presidency. 


From 1954 until 1959 the Red 
guerrillas lay low. In that lat­ 
ter y ear they perked lip on a 
sm all scale. Guerrilla activity 
slowly increased in intensity. 
Then in 1961 Diem wrote Ken­ 
nedy. saying Viet Nam couldn’t 
win without m ore assistance. 
Kennedy sent 
in 2.00ft men. 
That num ber has been increas­ 
ing since. 


While Eisenhower didn’t send 
in com bat troops, he had his 
eye on Viet N am and, explain­ 
ing the aid he was giving, said 
the fall of Viet Nam would 
“ have 
the 
g r a v e s t 
conse­ 
quences for us.” 


He said he didn’t want to get 
the United States directly in­ 
volved but some months beforo 
Eisenhower wrote his 1954 let­ 
ter to Diem, Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon was thinking 
of m uch stronger action. 


HE SAID the United States 
could not afford a further re­ 
treat in Asia and Eisenhower s 
adm inistration would have to 
face up to sending U.S. troopi 
there.

Everyone In Los Angeles Knew 


That It Couldn't Happen There 


If Los Angeles newscasters 
have been u n c t u o u s l y self- 
righteous in describing racial 
outbreaks and accompanying 
police brutality in other parts 
of the nation, it was because 
they knew it couldn’t happen 
here. 


We have been proud of our 
race relations: neither the bal­ 
lot nor the front of the bus is 
denied a man because of his 
color. Black and white attend 
the same colleges, study in the 
same classes and play together 
on the same varsity. 
Some of the richest Negroes 
in America—and that means 
the world—have made their 
wealth here in business, the 
arts and the professions. Our 
popular postmaster is colored, 
as are a number of our judges. 
Members of the race hold im­ 
portant elective, as well as ap­ 
pointive 
posts 
and 
occupy 
many of our civil service jobs. 
In sports and the entertain­ 
ment world, their talents are 
highly respected—and paid for. 
Names like Maury Wills, Junior 
Gilliam, Eddie Anderson (Jack 
Benny’s R o c h e s t e r » . Lena 
Home, Sammy Davis Jr. and 
the late Nat King Cole tell the 
story. 


NO, IT COULDN’T happen 
here- but it has. What sparked 
it was a routine arrest of a 
suspected drunken driver (he 
has since pleaded guilty, inci­ 
dentally)—something that hap­ 
pens every day, alas, to whites 
in white communities. 


But this was a colored man, 
and it was in a colored com­ 
munity—so it became “ police 
brutality” 
and triggered an 
anarchistic holocaust of shoot­ 
ing and looting ominously rem­ 
iniscent of the Mau Mau erup­ 
tion in British East Africa a 
decade ago. Over an area that 
covered 50 square miles, the 
cry was “ Kill Charlie” (the 
white man), and neither the 
life nor the property of any 
white was safe. 


I W R ITE THIS on the fifth 
day, when comparative order 
has been restored by the pres­ 
ence of some 16,000 police and 
national guardsmen, and the 
sniping is only desultory. What 
remains of the estimated 2,000 
fires is being attended to by 


firemen, now wearing bullet 
proof vests in p r o t e c t i o n 
against the snipers who had 
kept them away before, just as 
they had shot up ambulances 
a t t e m p t i n g to rescue the 
wounded. 
The last radio broadcast says 
that over 2.800 of the mob have 
been arrested and. interesting­ 
ly, only 10 per cent of them 
are teen-agers. One youngster 
explained that he had not par­ 
ticipated in any arson, but felt 
he had a right to cart away 
some suits “ because I’m a poor 
boy.“

bleeding-heart white allies —

1 suggest they arc not look­ 
ing for a cause, but a scape 
goat. For the cause lies in the 
climate they have been nurtur­ 
ing the past few years. It is 
they who have sowed the wind 
and now reap the whirlwind 
they cannot control 
Under the leadership of a 
self-proclaimed 
peace 
lover, 
they have preached non-vio­ 
lence but winked at violence. 
They have preached love but 
winked at hate. They have 
talked about rights but never 
responsibilities. 
They have taught their peo­ 
ple that law and order are a 
pedestrian way to achieve re­ 
sults and that civil disobedi­ 
ence is a virtue if it gets things 
done faster; that the end justi­ 
fies the means. 


T H E Y H A VE interpreted the 
right ‘‘to peaceably assemble 
and to petition the government 
for a redress of grievances” 
to include the “ right” to sit 
in and lie down and interfere 
with the orderly process of the 
very government they appeal 
to.

East won the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds and looked 
suspiciously at South’s queen. 


SINGLETON DEUCE 
It was possible that West had 
led the singleton deuce of dia­ 
monds 
and 
that 
South 
was 
dropping the queen to deceive 
East. 


Hoping to clear the situation 
up. East led the ace of spades. 
As it happened, West didn’t think 
he could afford to signal with 
the king or queen of spades; this 
would cost a trick unless East 
had the jack of spades. 


When West dropped the deuce 
of spades (with some inward 
misgiving!, East regarded this 
as a discouraging signal and 
switched back to diamonds. 


POOR IDEA 
South gratefully took the trick, 
drew trumps and ran the clubs 
to get rid of his spades. 


It was a poor idea to suspect 
South of having length in dia­ 
monds. Even if South had start­ 
ed with four diamonds he might 
have dropped the jack or the 
king rather than the queen 


It was far more likely that 
South’s play at the first trick 
was “ honest” and that the de­ 
fenders needed spade tricks. 


LOW SPADE 
East should lead a low spade 
at the second trick in case West 
started with K x of spades. East 
could then win the second spade 
and give his partner a spade 
ruff. 


When East did lead the ace 
of spades he should have con­ 
tinued the suit no m atter what 
his partner played. 


The situation would be the 
same if West started with K-10-2; 
West would play the deuce rath­ 
er than try to signal encourage­ 
ment.

John Thomas Scopes thinks he 
was a “ Don Quixote, charging 
at windmills" when he volun­ 
teered 40 years ago to be the 
defendant in the famous Dayton. 
Tenn., “ monkey trial." 


Scopes, now 64 and retired, 
rould 
not 
have 
cared 
less i 
about d e f e n d i n g Darwin's 
theory of evolution, as such. 
He wanted to defend freedom 
of thought and academic free­ 
dom. 


Now he views with concern 
the increasing role of the fed­ 
eral government in education in 
the United States and is con­ 
vinced there is less, not more, 
now of what he defended. 
“ It is as bad to have school 
and state joined together a* it 
is to have church and state 
joined," Scopes said in an inter­ 
view.

He also believes “ decay in so­ 
ciety” has set in and that mod­ 
ern communications may only 
speed the end of European-type 
‘ civilization.

Scopes was more optimistic 
! when, at the urging of the school 
1 superintendent in Dayton. Tenn , 
he volunteered to be the de­ 
fendant in a trial to test Ten­ 
nessee's new law against teach­ 
ing evolution. 


The American Civil Liberties 
Union had sought a defendant 


far and wide. No public school 
teacher 
or 
college 
professor 
would volunteer and the ACLU 
even ran a newspaper advertise­ 
ment for a defendant. 
Scopes was not even a regu­ 
lar teacher. He had substituted 
in Dayton's high school for a 
sick biology teacher. 
The trial lasted for 11 days. 
It turned out to be a circus, 
with more than 100 reporters 
present. Scopes was almost for­ 
gotten in an oratorical duel be­ 
tween Williams Jennings Bryan, 
65, who defended the law. and 
Clarence Darrow, 68. who op­ 
posed it. 
Scopes* memories of the men 
are still vivid. He liked Dar-1 
row's “ balanced personality and 
the way he could deflate Bryan s 
flights of oratory with a few 
sentences. 
“ Bryan was a politician, but 
much better than the average 
politician,'* 
Scopes 
said 
“ He 
had the ambition of the average 
politician. I think he was more 
sincere than most poll tin an* 


The circus - like atmosphere

Bryan died on July 26. He 
never got away from Dayton t 
alive. Some say Darrow's dev­ 
astating legal attack on Bryan 
led to his death.

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Germ any Races To Aid Deformed 


By ZANDER HOLLANDER 


FRANKFURT Gerfmany (UPP 
— West Germany is racing 
against time to give her “thal­ 
idomide babies” a start in life 
and she may be losing the race. 


At least 2,300 so-called “thal­ 
idomide babies,” born limb­ 
less, deformed or deaf be­ 
cause their m o t h e r s took 
since-banned t h a l i d o m i d e 
tranquilizers during pregnan­ 
cy, are growing up fast. 


Growing 
also 
are 
the 
an- 
quished cries of parents, doc­ 
tors and teachers who think 
not enough is being done to as 
sure them a fair chance in life. 
“This was the w o r s t drug 
catastrophe in history. But now 
inaction is threatening a worse 
catastrophe — condemning our 
children to lives as helpless bur­ 
dens to themselves and Ger­ 
many,” says Karl - Hermann 
Schulte-Hillen, head of the As­ 


sociation of Parents of Thalido­ 
mide Victims. 
The children, survivors of the 
5.000 to 10,000 thalidomide ba­ 
bies born in West Germany be­ 
tween 1959 and 1962; need cost­ 
ly medical and psychological 
care, physical therapy, artificial 
limbs and special schools. 
At a congress of the parents 
in Cologne last month, Schulte-; 
Hillen and other speakers ac- 
eused the federal and state gov- i 
ernments of bureaucratic bick- i 
ering over who should pay for 
all this. 
State welfare programs the-1 
oreticallv are helping the par­ 
ents to pay for enormously ex­ 
pensive artificial arms and legs 
and to have their children learn 
to use stumpy, tiny fingers at 
state orthopedic clinics. 
But Schulte-Hillen. whose own 
four-year-old son Jan has a 
twisted hip and both arms miss­ 
ing. says the states help only 


the lowest-income parents and 
make families with even a mod­ 
est income shoulder the cost 
burden almost unaided. 
If there is a brighter side to 
the thalidomide 
tragedy, it 
may be the way German med­ 
ical and technical specialists 
have responded to the chal­ 
lenge. 
The “ Heidelberg arm ” — a 
carbon dioxide-powered marvel 
of lightweight steel, plastic and 
leather developed at the Heidel­ 
berg University Orthopedic Clin­ 
ic — has become the basic tool 
of hundreds of thalidomide chil­ 
dren. 
Working closely with the Hei­ 
delberg Clinic, the Muenster Or­ 
thopedic Clinic of Prof. Oskar 
Hepp is finding new ways to 
make the arm more versatile 
and to adapt it for children 
whose 
varieties of deformity 
are horribly unique. 
Hepp, his prosthetics chief, 


Dr. Goetz Gerd Kuhn, have also 
devised an electronically steered 
wheelchair mounted on wheels 
or rubber tank-type treads ca­ 
pable of going up and down 
stairs. 
Such a wheelchair costs 20,- 
000 marks ($5,000) and a “ Hei­ 
delberg arm " costs about 4,000 
marks ($1,100). 
A greater roadblock than the 
cost is the fact that many par­ 
ents of deformed children do not 
know what can be done. There 
are not enough clinics to equip 
and train the child with artifi­ 
cial limbs, Hepp said. 
Hampering all efforts to mini­ 
mize the thalidomide tragedy is 
confusion over its scope. P ar­ 
ents were not legally required 
to 
report 
thalidomide 
births 
when the government stopped 
the sale of the drug in Novem­ 
ber, 1961. Only thalidomide ba­ 
bies being helped by the Ger­ 
man states are listed on rec­ 


ords. Schulte-Hillen said he be-! 
lieves hundreds of deformed ba­ 
bies are being hidden by their 
parents. 
“The government must com­ 
pel these parents to bring 
their children forward. They 
must be made to understand 
their children can lead useful 
lives if they are helped. Any­ 
thing less is murder,” Schulte- 
Hillen said.

One of the first steps is to no­ 
tify the police captain in charge 
of your precinct that you'll be 
gone at such and such a time, 
and for how long. Also give a 
house key to a trusted neighbor 
and his name to the police.

maintain a list of homes that 
get

attention. 
Still 
others have cruisers that do 
nothing but check houses of va­ 
cationing occupants. 


Jewelry, documents and other 
valuables left behind should be 
placed in a safety deposit box 
or left with the neighbor.
